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REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 were examined and reported in the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment. 
Applicant has canceled Claims 1-20. New claims 21-46 are added. Claims 21-46 remain. 
Applicant's new independent claims 21,31 and 39 are submitted to clarify the scope of the 
embodiments. The new independent claims are generic and relate to a single invention. 

Applicant requests reconsideration of the application in view of the following remarks. 

I. Prior Art 

In the Office Action dated April 15, 2004, Keen.com ("Keen") was cited as a prior art 
reference. Applicant notes that Keen is directed to telephone communication between a user and 
an interested receiver. This is clear from the "Call Now" buttons that a user selects to speak with 
an advisor. Keen does not teach, disclose or suggest that text is transmitted from the 
communication device to a receiver through the intermediary facility for a fee, and the receiver 
contact information is hidden from the communication device. 

Also, lstup.com ("lstup") was cited in combination with Keen, lstup is cited for 
disclosing that free service is provided to users where the access charges are provided by a 
sponsor, lstup, however, does not teach, disclose or suggest that text is transmitted from the 
communication device to a receiver through the intermediary facility for a fee, and the receiver 
contact information is hidden from the communication device. 

Therefore, Applicant's new claims 21,31 and 39 are not anticipated by Keen and are not 
obvious over Keen in view of lstup. Additionally, the claims that either directly or indirectly 
depend on new claims 21,31 and 39, namely claims 22-30, 32-38, and 40-46, respectively, are 
also not anticipated by Keen and not obvious over Keen in view of 1 stup for the same reason. 
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CONCLUSION 



In view of the foregoing, it is submitted that claims 21-46 patentably define the subject 
invention over the cited references of record, and are in condition for allowance and such action 
is earnestly solicited at the earliest possible date.
